Operators Refuse to Meet With Union Leaders In

With prospects of early peace in the 


coal strike given a setback by refusal 
of a number of operators' associations 
to meet with miners' representatives 
in Washington on Monday, April 10 
as suggested by the house labor com- 
mittee, union officials today reported 
a steady growth of the strike in non- 
union fields.
